Tho 
startling noweof tho self shooting spread 
through the train, und caused sensation- 
al Interest, tho cur being crowded quick- 
ly by til030 in the other coaches who 
wanted to lourn the particulars.

were no details to bo obtained,

mun hnd shot himself, he was u stran- 
ger, nobody knew him, und that was all 
that anybody uould learn. 


On tho arrival of tho train in Oecatur, 


tho wounded man was placed on a cot 
und taken to tho Wnbash baggage room 
by Olllcoi's Leech und Lord, nnd he was 
hero attended by Dr. Bell and Dr.

to 


tutinch tho flow of blood. They worked 
with him until 1:55 p. m. when

itrangor expired, without having spoken 
i word or mnking a sign after ho had 
ont tho fatal bullet into his head. 


It IB claimed that tho stranger got on 


ho train at St. Louis Sunday morning. 
•Jo was first noticed sitting in a spat 
inching n cigar und reading a St. Louis 
mpor, Ho engaged in conversation with 
V. K. Ward, who was on his way to De- 
catm-. Uo llrst talked about the recent 
9oneatlonal cutting scrape in St. Loi5is 
nnd commented on the possibility of the 
negro being haugod by a mob. Then he 
poko of Chicago und uuid his wife und 
two diiURUtora lived m that city, but 
vhon Ward uukod him in whut purl of 
'hiuugo ho resided, tho stranger refused 


to answer and did not tulle any more, 
rln seemed to bo uneasy und nervous all 
be way up tho road, getting up und 
vulking up und down thooislound shift 
ng iibout. He tulkod considerably with 
ho newsboy, who afterward said that 
:ho stranger told him two men .weio 
iftor him. Ho did not sny why they

The identification 
was prompt and -thorough, and was 
mudo by F. W. Holder, brothei'-in law of 
the (ieceusedj who came down from 
Chicago this morning at four o'clock.

they overtook Erskin, Jim and John 
Rusk, and Uoorgo Moot, who were walk- 
ing nnd carrying axes. 
ODD of them 


stopped tho horsce, and Erskio ad- 
vanced on tho wagon and threw his ax, 
presumably at Tanner, who dropped to 
tho floor of tho wagon bed, at the same 
instant firing his pistol. He escaped the 
ax, which struck Qeorge Luse in the 
back, cutting a gash 12 inches long in 
his shoulder and back. The pistol bul- 
let struck Erskin in tho breast, making

Tanner was charged with murder and

When put in jail first he was ner- 
vous and complained of illness. He had 
been drinking, and it took a little time 
to get his nerves steadied, .Then he was 
all right as to his general health", and did 
not have any trouble until he caught 
cold one day while he was in the jail 
corridor. For a time he could scarcely 
talk above a whisper. 


In the solitary Smith finally became 


wc.iryt of visitors.

OW him, but he couldn't recall the 


identity of all the parties, and it wearied 
turn to talk through the bars. He pre- 
ferred to talk with Stabler and Richnrci- 
3on,|or with the reporters.

Brady suggested that the condemned 
man should not be unnecessarily dis- 
turbsd. Mrs. Rebecca Smith, mother of 
i/he prisoner, and his brothers and sisters 
won; freely admitted to the hall leading 
to the door of tho cell, and they talked 
with Smith at will. Very little was said 
on the occasion of any visit. The mother 
often eat for hours at the door with her 
bead resting on her hand, not uttering 
a word.

The Gallows. 


The scaffold used for the execution 


was built in 1S91 by W. W. Shockey by 
order of Ex-Sheriff Poter Perl, for the 
hanging of Bill Crawford, who was 
fiwung into eternity rn March li, 1891, 
for tue murder of Mrs. Lina Mathias. 
It was put up in the jail corridor, under 
the direction of Mr. Shockoy, on Mon- 
duy, und was 
thoroughly tested by 


Sheriff Nicholson, who used tho same 
rope which Perl had socurecl for Cruw- 
foril. Perl had seat the rope here from 
Diinvillo with hia compliments. The 
ropo was good und strong, but Sheriff 
Nicholson did not wunt to take any 
chances on an accident, so he went to 
St. Louis Wednesday and bought a 
now 
rope. Ho paid 85 for it. He 


brought it to tho juil Wednesday night 
nnd hud plenty of ropo. The ropo so- 
cured at St. Louis was one of tho two 
inado for the hanging of William Henze 
und Juke Kaiser, who killed Edward 
Brown, April 2,1893. The two men had 
received four respites, and linally Gov. 
Stone commuted the sentence to im- 
prisonment for lito.

the murder of Matt McKinley who los} 
his life on the night of July 3,1889, near 
the uliey on South franklin street, be- 
tween Wood and East Macon streets, 
Mrs. Griffith and Mrs. Robocca Smith, 
mother of 1'acer, wore going down tho 
street, when some man accosted them at 
tho corner of Main and Franklin. 
The 


man followed tham to the alley, McKin 
ley was going home on tho other side of 
the street 
Tho women called for help 


and McKinloy crossed over. A moment 
later there was a pistol shot and McKin- 
ley wns killed. The murderer escaped. 
Jack Faunce was triod and aout to the 
penitentiary for life. 
Because Mrs. 


Smith" was with Mrs. Griffith that night 
it was thought that Smith might know 
who tho stranger was. Smith has said 
that he did not know a thing about the 
killing, but he believed that Paunce was 
not guilty. 


Xhon there was another yarn to the 


effect that Smith knew all about the 
robbery and torture of William Florey, 
tho old man who lives alono on his place 
two miles oust of Decatur, on the night 
of Doc.2i,189i, leB8thunayearago.lt was 
claimed that Smith was in that job and 
that there wore throo or four other men 
in it. Mr. Floroy wns tortuiod in a hor- 
riblo manner—literally rousted on a 
cook stovo. He hnd money hidden at 
different places nboiit tho house. He 
did not trust bunks, and nil told the rob- 
bers got about 81,500, of which amount 
81,000 was in 810 and §20 gold pieces. 
Smith published ri curd ona dny recently 
stating that ho know absolutely nothing 
about tho McKinley murdor nor the 
Floroy robbery. 


Personally Pacor Smith was not re- 


garded as n tough until u few years ago. 
When ho first sprang into local notice in 
1SSG ns a pitcher with the Decatur ball 
team, he was soon looked upon as a star 
player, Ho was a good pitcher and 
sprinter, but he was lint nhvnys a sure 
hitter lie lolled pretty high in Decatur 
all tbiough the season, and like most 
players ho drank a good deal. Later he 
bocamo more and more dissipated and 
unreloss. He was the King of the dia- 
mond at Ottawa, where he was probably 
ut his beat. During tho past two years 
ho had been n barkeeper for Mart Jjlenz 
at his saloon, and was ut Pokin with 
William Whittington for a few months 
in a saloon. He alao devoted borne of 
his time to training, dogs and cooking 
for camping parties. He roamed about 
a good deal after his wifo lefl him, and 
never remained long at any,occupation 


A few days ago there was some fric 


tion ns to what disposition would bo 
made of Smith's body, relatives suggest- 
ing that tho body should not go to the 
Catholic church, nor into a Catholic 
cemetery. Smith gave out these, notes 
written him by Fathers Mackm and 
Brady for publication:

And after the drop 
Stabler climbed up to the cross-beam 
and untied the cord, letting tho body 
swing over to be gently lowered to the 
stone ttoor by the undertaker represent- 
ing J. A. Reeve & Co. The noose was 
loosened and the'rope removed. The body 
was carried into the sheriff's pnvate of- 
fice where the casket rested on pedes- 
tals, Lator the body was taken away in 
the hearse to tho home of the mother, 
Mrs. Rebecca Smith, on South Franklin 
street, where the relatives-were waiting. 
^Sheriff J. P. Nicholson, who led tho 
procession to the gallows, was about the 
coolest man in tho party. 
He faced 


Smith who 
stood on the drop, and 


waited calmly with his hand near the 
lover while Fathers Mackin, Brady and 
Higgins were going through the Cith- 
olic service. Clearly the sheriff asked 
Smith if he had anything to say. Smith 
in muffled tones said: "I au. sorry for 
my crimes; I am sorry from my heart," 
Those woro his last words and they 
formed the act of contrition, giving him 
tho right to receive absolution which 
was at once administered. At the proper 
moment Sheriff Nicholson with a firm 
hand pushed tho lovor forward and 
Smith an instant later was practically 
dead, though his heart did not ceaso to 
beat until 5<!,j minutes later. It was a 
good, smooth job. 


Dr. W. T, Patterson, of Casner, one of 


tho judicial surgeons, saya that tho in- 
etant Smith dropped ho had hold of ono 
of his hands, and the doctor received a 
convulsive grasp in return, Patterson 
also placed ono hand on Smith's face 
and felt ono twitch of the loft jaw. Thon 
thoro was a shrug of Smith's shoulders 
and all wns still. There was no other 
movement. The heart seemed to beat 
in 5,3./ seconds. 


The REPUBLICAN ropoitor was iu a po- 


sition near the gallows whero he could 
see every movement Smith made after 
he stood on the 
drop. 
Tho crowd 


couldn't seti him very well as tho three 
priests in church robes, tho sheriff and 
hisdeputie/i obscured the view of the 
ruan. Smith was noticeably quuo net 
vous. Ho knew that the fatal moment 
was close at hand, and that he had to 
go. Ho was watched closely by the holy 
fathers, and was no doubt greatly sus- 
tained bytheir presence and the ceremony 
in which he took part. 
Sain Stabler at 


almostlhe last few momenta while he 
was performing tho last duties of the 
law in making proper adjustments as- 
sisted by Deputy Holmes, rubbed one 
of Smith's bands to brace him up. The 
last act of Smith, a moment before bo 
dropped, and while he was suppnted to 
be repeating the Lord's prayar, was to 
pull down his vest. 
His arms had been 


fastened behind him at the elbows, leav- 
ing his hands loose in front of his body 
on a lino with the bottom of his vest. 
He probably unconsciously pulled down 
his vest. Ho did it carefully, just like 
any man would do who felt that the 
garment was not quite in the right place 


Parties in the corridor and behind the 


bars on the west side of the jail, kicked 
a little because they could not get a 
good view or Smith. 
Several called out 


to the priests-. "Stand aside a~ little, we 
can't see!" Thare was no room to stand 
aside, and the^ceremonies went on with- 
out further protests from the audience. 
Members of the official jury were among 
the kickers. 


Three prjtcstant ministers witnessed 


Vae execution. 


The official jurymen were W. L, Whit- 


ley, Dr. J. Leslie, .C. G. Wood, James 
Wikoff, I. N. Webb, James Hol'linger,

Coroner Bendure with the jury inspected 
the body after the hanging. 


Shortly before Smith left his cell for 


;he gallows he got a good-bye message 
From his J*ife. It was brought to him 
ay Lojis Buchert, brother of Mrs. 
Smith. Only once since the murder 
did Mrs. Smith face her husband in per- 
son. That was when she told him that 
10 bad done her father a great wrong in 
ilaming him for 
caifcing Jthe separa- 


tion. She took all the responsibility 
upon herself. 


Pacer got his last shave at 10.40 


o'clock, when Charley Grist, the barber, 
came in with his outfit. Pacor was then 
n his usual spirits and talked in a. jok- 
ng way about various matters. Sheriff 
Nicholson, Sam Stabler ank Tom Rich- 
ardson were in the cell, and later Frank 
Turnsl, Smith's brother-in-law, was ad- 
mitted. The priests had gone out into 
the hall to wait until Grist got through 
with his work. Smith talked to Turner 
about hia dog, "Pat Rooney,1' and said 
that he thought nearly every body in 
tho cell was nervous except himself. He 
claimed to be cool, and said he would go 
like a man, game to the last. 
He was 


particular to have his neck and ears 
cleaned thoroughly. 
\ 


The people did not have long to wait 


for news of the execution. The local 
papers got out quickly, with the REPUB 
LICAN ten minutes in the lead. All of 
the papers had news of the Florey fea- 
ture of the case, except the Ilerald- 
Despatcli. It got beautifully left on the 
sensational part of Smith's career. No 
explanation that paper can make can 
possibly square the matter with the 
public, and the reporter of that paper 
who says this morning in the H.-D. that 
he knew all about it but didn't give the 
news for which the people paid thoir 
nickels, ought^ to lose his job.

It appears that the brain and th« 


heart are two parte of the human on 
ganism that, if -rightly nsed, may 
largely escape growing old. The un- 
impaired activity of great statesmen 
and other brainworkcrs at a time 
when most of the bodily organs and 
functions are' in advanced senile decay 
la a matter of frequent comment, but 
one for which a physiological explana- 
tion is given in a' recent work by Dr. 
BaJfour. Tbe normal brain retains its 
vigor to- the last, because there !s spe- 
cial provision for Its nutrition. Near 
middle life the general arteries of the 
body bej^in to lose their elasticity and 
slowly dilate, becoming much less ef-

tion. He claims that this sort of gym- 
nastics has u remarkable Effect in re- 
lieving rthrottt and cur troubles, and 
sftya thnt patients suffering1 from din- 
orders of the throat hi4v,e derived groat 
benefit from it. He mnkes uis puUentE 
yawn either by suggestion, imitation or 
by B series of full breaths .wlthothc lips 
partly closed. The yawning is repeated 
six or eight times, uml-should be fol- 
lowed by swallowing. 'By this inpnns 
the air and,mucus in the eustuchiau 
tubes are uspinated.

Then Smith walked 
away and was subsequently caught 
skulking in ai> alley by Deputy Sheriff 
Frank Taylor and Officer Crops, who 
disarmed him, and delivered him to 
Sheriff Nicholson to be locked up in jail. 


The Arrest. 


Smith after he walked away from the 


house, leisurely strolled along to Web- 
ster street,, turning nortb. W. F. Ja- 
cobs, the grocer at the corner, at whose 
home Mrs. Smith had taken refuge cry 
ing and sobbing in tho arms of Mrs. 
Jacobs, telephoned to police headquar- 
ters. Instantly the police started for 
the scene of the tragedy. Smith was 
followed up the street by Jacobs and 
other men. He carried tb?e revolver ic 
his right hand. He turned wost at 
Clay street and entered the alley be- 
tween Broadway and Webster streets, 
and in that alley he was captured red- 
handed by Deputy Sheriff Frank Tay- 
loi and 
Officer Cross. 
Smith 
hud 


dodged out of sight for R moment, but 
he reappeared, as the officers thought, 
to show resistance, but he kept his 
hands down. The officers were both 
armed and ready to shoot, but thoy had 
no occasion to do so 
Smith surren- 


dered at once, and gave up the revol- 
\er which he still held in his light hand, 
partly up his sleeve. Ho was biou«iht 
on foot to the jail, a crowd following 
close behind and gathering quicklv in 
the vicinity of the jail. Sherill Nich- 
olson released 
Taylor some distance 


rotn tho Jiiil, so that the deputy could 
un ahead and open the door of 
the 


prison.

Smith's father-in-law, 760 East Law- 
rence street, near Webster,at about four 
o'clock on Sutut'day afternoon, Septem- 
ber 28,.1893, and that evening the RE- 
PUDLIOAN exclusively published tho fact, 
also noting the arrest and successful in- 
carceration o" the mucderei, who was 
only too glad to get behind tho bars. Ho 
loured mob violence, Smith had not 
been living with his wife for several 


ii's. They were married at Elficgham, 


Illinois, December 26,1888, when Smith 
was working on a railroad. Ho knew 
that Fiank Buchert was opposed to the 
mai-iiago, and so ho sent a telegram to 
Maggio stating that he had been hurt in 
an accident und was at the point of 
death. Miss Buchcut left at once for 
EIBngham, to learn that Smith was not 
dangerously hurt. The marriage took 
place the nett day at liflinghnin. Tho 
couple sapaiated in 1890, over rive years 
dgu, because tho young wife and mother 
was finally convinced that her husband 
cared nothing for her or her child 
He 


went away from home two weeks before 
the child was born,and did not come back 
until tho babe was nine days- old. He 
sent her no woid of cheer or comfort,and 
it was during tuo greatest -trial that 
comes to a woman that she realized that 
she had a mistake, and she resolved 
that she would leuve her husband and 
return to the care and pi election of her 
paioats. She took the stop without 
consulting her people. In plain words 
she told Smith of her determination, and 
she led him to where her father was sit- 
ting to tell him of her resolution. Bu- 
chert at that time said. "You had better 
think about this. Take time. Don't be

in a hurry." But Mrs. Smith ropeatec 
hoi resolution, and Smith, saying, "Oh 
wall, all right," left tho bouse. That 
was all there was to the act of separa 
tion. The mother kopt little Louise, the 
curly-haired baby. '1 here were no harsh 
words. Tha wifu, knew that she had nol 
been treated right, and she claims tha' 
Smith knew it. Smith was cot forbid 
den tho privilege of visiting thn house 
and occasionally seeing his daughter 
Ho was always pleasant enough in his 
way, until about a year ago, when he 
began developing an ugly spirit. Hi 
made threats of violence as to his wife 
aud child. 
Mrs. Smith heard thi 


threats. Ho would intimate frequently 
that all three would go some day. Bu 
Mrs Smith was not afraid of her bus 
band. Sho thought that some way i 
sho was attacked she would escape 
She alwayu believed that, but sho ne\ei 
thought that littlo Louise would be 
killed, or that her sistoi, Edna, would be 
in danger. She would not. apply for 
d i voice, hoping that Smith would do 
that on tho ground of desertion. Sh 
thought if bho did so it might provoke 
him to violence. She was content as 
long-as Smith would lethcralono anc 
not take tho child away. Smith, during 
the afternoon of tho fatal 
Saturday 


borrowed a revolver of Michael Duggao 
a saloon-keopor, stating that he wantei 
it to kill a dog that was troubled with 
distompei. That \\as at three o'clock 
on that day. One hour later Smith was 
at the Buchort homo ready to kill his 
wife and daughter, and possibly he 
intr-nded to kill himself.

The Victims. 


Miss Edna Buchert, who was shot 


through tho right breast and died ia a 
few moments, her young life blood stain- 
ing tho walk affd giound near the front 
steps. 
, Little Louise was tenderly picked up 
from the basement floor by her father 
and carried around to tho front of the 
house, wheio a lady took tho child and 
placed her oh a bed in the house. The 
cLild had been shot just above tho left 
ear, tho bullet going around tho back-of 
the nock and imbedding itself jn tho right 
shouldei. It was removed subsequently 
by Dr. W. M. Catto nnd Dr. Cass Chen- 
oweth. Little Louise Satuiduy night 
and Sunday occasionally spoke of her 
injury and said papa had£it hor with a 
pillow on the head. The child began 
sinking at i o'clock Sunday afternoon. 
It was noticed at the time, but the rela 
lives can recall unfavorable symptoms 
they did not speak of at the time. The 
child was apparently in no pain Pretty 
as a picture she lay upon her bod, hor 
luxuriant light hair" in tangled curls ex- 
tending oup ovoi tho soft pillows. In 
the night she began singing in a plain- 
tive way, little songs she had been 
taught by hor loving, mother. At first 
sho sang alone, and then she asked 
those who stood about in tho room 
watching the affecting scene to join in 
tho song with hei. Some did so, and a 
smile of satisfaction spread over the 
countenance of tho 
littlo one. She 


asked for Edna, who had always taken 
caro of her and loved her dearly. "1 
want to see Edna," said Louise. ") 
want to tell her I am going to a funeral." 
But of course Edna could not come. 
She lay dead in tho front room. AH 
night long Ihe child made little 10 
quests nod sang her nursery songs, until 
at last sho became 'quiet and fell asleep 
foiover, her spint returning to tho God 
who giivo it.

Smith in Court. 


C N. Snath was brought before Judge 


Vail in the^Sircuit court Monday evening 
at o:10 o'clock, the same day on which 
his victims were buried, and stood up to 
answer questions as to legal counsel. He

Latei 
ho attorneys asked to be excused, anc'

Pleaded Guilty.

Mrs. Smith and members 
f the Buchert family made an affecting 
emonstration in expressing their satis- 
iction over the judgment of tho court, 
'imith was at once removed to the body 
f the county jail, where he has since 
jeen kept in confinement, causing the 
Sheriff no trouble, but patiently

Life in Jail. 


Smith was put on the west Bide of the 
ail first, and later on the east side. He 
lid not sulk nor grie\ e, but began play- 
rig cards with his jail companions, at 
imes talking about ball games, and 
laying hand ball with Moses Randolph 


as catcher. In a short time Smith was 
ilaced in an U'jper cell, and Sam Sta- 
rter and Tom Kichardson were appoint- 
d to watch him by day and by night. 
?he court refused to certify to the ex- 
pense so long in advance o'f the execu- 
IOQ. and Smith was veturueO. to the 
body of the jail. On Nov. 15 Smith was 
eturned to the upper cell and the death 
watch restored.

Ho want, further than that with- 
out nny urging and without being offered 
any inducement whatever. He described

river where' he said J the 


ironey had been buried, and he made a 
map of the surroundings.

the truth and had Acompliees, they 
were parties who would be very likely to 
have dug up the money and disposed of 
it, especially after Smith had been ar- 
rested for tho . murder. That let him 
out of the deal, and the other follows no 
doubt scampered for tho gold and divided 
it among themselves. 


Tho ofiicor^f are still working on the- 


case but they can't locate the spot 
where tho money was planted. They 
believe from corroborative circumstances 
that Smith was telling the truth about 
the Florey affair, but now they seem in- 
clined to give it up. 'Without tangible 
evidence they cannot malic a move, and 
without doubt the whole matter will bo 
dropped. 


Still something may transpire sooner 


or later that will land live men and a 
woman in jail. They are walking tho 
streets of Decatur to-day. They may 
not enjoy freedom very long.

drove to within 130 feet of Bengel when 
he stopped the buggy and Harris gpt4 
out and approached his victim. 
With 


the words, "What stories are you circu- 
lating about me?" Hams snapped a re- 
volver in Bengel's face. 
Tho weapon 


missed fire. 


Bengel said: "You can't run that sort 


of a bluff on me." ' 


Harris said nothing, but deliberately 


firod again.1 The bullet passed entirely 
thiojgh Bengel's body and ho fell to 
tho walk. Harris fired the remaining 
bullets into the body of his victim and 
then went to the court house and sur- 
rendered to the sheriff.
